POOR BUSINESS, HE SAYS 


Fargo, Dec. 6.—It would certainly 


seem to be poor business judgment 
on the face of it, for the federal 
government to discontinue the \Vit- 
liston irrigation project after spend- 
ing a million or more in cash and 
years of effort in its development 
juEt at a time when there seems to 
be- reason that the project can be 
made 
self-sustaining," 
declared 


Harry Polk, business manager of the 
Williston Herald, who is in Furgo 
today, 


"Ifi fact,"

"with the farmers developing a su- 
gar beet industry which this year 
will net $36,000 from 450 acres und 
with 1,000 acres going into beets 
next year, it would be disastrous 
to close down the project just now.
